Much delay and confusion can be avoided by giving as com- 
plete information as possible when listing your millwork 
requirements. 

Always give: — (1) Quantities; (2) Name of item (Door, 
Window, etc.); (3) Size (width first); (4) Thickness; (5) Kind 
of glass and number of lights; (6) Design number or name; 
(7) K. D. or Set-up; (8) Kind of wood; (9) Any other informa- 
tion necessary, or draw a rough sketch. 

Specify glass sizes in inches and opening sizes in feet and 
inches. 

Random lengths will be furnished unless lengths are specified. 
Material will be shipped in the white, not painted, unless 
painting or finishing is specified. 

Shipments will be grouped to avoid minimum freight charges 
unless other shipping instructions are given. 

When we find it necessary to write you for any further in- 
formation, measurements, etc., please give us a prompt 
answer as your order will be held up pending your reply. 

IMPORTANT 

All windows, sash, screens and storm sash will be made ac- 
cording to new MODULAR standard layouts and opening 
sizes. If windows, sash, screens or storm sash are to be used 
for replacement or to fill other than MODULAR standard 
openings order must so state and both opening sizes and 
division of lights specified. 

FULL BUNDLES 

Orders for stock windows, barn sash, cellar sash, storm 
sash, screens, screen doors and combination doors should 
always include full bundles of a size and kind whenever 
possible. This will expedite delivery and usually insures 
sufficient weight to avoid minimum freight charges. 

PACKING SCHEDULE OF FULL BUNDLES

Doors are the most conspicuous articles of woodwork in the 
home and in their selection the utmost consideration should 
be given to lasting quality as well as to attractive design. 
Cheaply-constructed doors are very poor economy. 

QUALITYBILT doors are made to meet the exacting de- 
mands of present-day builders combining beauty with tried 
and proved methods of construction for long and satisfactory 
service. Materials are carefully selected and only the highest 
grade glues of the type best suited for the purpose are used in 
assembling. Our research department is constantly checking 
all materials entering into the construction of QUALITY- 
BILT doors in order to maintain our uniform standard of high 
quality. Machining of stickings and copings is clean and 
smooth, even the edges of the doors are slightly rounded to 
make them easy to handle. 

W. P. PINE SOLID DOORS 

QUALITYBILT Solid Doors (unless otherwise specified) are 
made with thoroughly kiln-dried W. P. Pine stiles and rails 
either solid or veneered (our option), and either with solid 
W. P. Pine panels or laminated with various woods specified. 

Kiln-dried W. P. Pine is the ideal wood for doors. It is light, 
strong and durable. The soft texture of the wood makes it easy 
to fit. W. P. Pine is not prone to warp or twist but remains 
straight and true under the most trying conditions. It may be 
finished natural or stained in various ways and is particularly 
adapted to paint or enamel finish because of its close soft grain. 

VENEERED DOORS 

QUALITYBILT Veneered Doors are made with cores built 
up of narrow pieces of kiln-dried soft pine, firmly glued to- 
gether with joints well staggered. Cores and veneers are 
redried to proper moisture content before assembling and 
again redried after applying veneers. Standard veneers 
are 1/8" thick on stiles and rails and 1/16" thick or thinner 
on flush doors and panels. Thicker veneers are furnished 
where construction requires it or when specially ordered. 
(See paragraph on thin veneers.) 

SANDING 

All Doors, except with thin veneers, are given our high-grade 
machine drum sanded finish unless otherwise specified which 
provides a smooth surface requiring very little retouching 
by the painter. Belt sanding or hand-cleaning on these doors 
can be furnished at a slight extra charge. 

All Doors veneered with 1/16" or thinner veneers are sup- 
plied belt sanded without extra charge. 

GLAZED DOORS 

All QUALITYBILT Exterior Glazed Doors have the glass 
set in a bed of glazing compound before the wood stops are 
nailed in. This makes them watertight and windproof. 

QUALITYBILT GIANT DOWELS

THIN VENEERS 

Many years of experience in the manufacture of fine hardwood 
doors have convinced us of the superiority of 1/16" or thinner 
face veneers, wherever possible to use them. These permit a 
finer finish and eliminate warping, twisting and other troubles 
caused by the pulling and swelling of thick veneers. 

Thin veneer is not as susceptible to atmospheric changes and 
thus pulls less on the glue joint. Tests have shown that the 
pulling power of veneer when it swells is in ratio to the cube 
of its thickness. A 1/16" veneer has only l/64th the pulling 
power of 1/4" veneer. Thick veneers often swell both in 
width and thickness which leaves an uneven surface after 
finishing, or the veneer creeps over the edges of the door, 
strikes the jamb and frequently tears loose. Proper gluing 
holds fast the underside of the veneer but is no protection for 
the surface. Veneer is primarily decorative and need only be 
thick enough for proper bonding and smoothing. 

Flush doors with incised ornamentations, of course, require 
thick veneers but these incisions practically cut through the 
veneer, thus greatly reducing its pulling power and tending to 
overcome its faults. 

Thick veneers are more often specified through a misunder- 
standing of their merits rather than through the actual desire 
to have them. We have prepared a bulletin on thin veneers 
which we will be glad to send upon request. We can supply 
thick veneers where specified, and manufacture such doors in 
the most approved construction, but from long experience 
recommend that thin veneers be used whenever possible. 
Thin veneers generally give a nicer selection of grain and 
figure and eliminate numerous glue joints. 



STANDARD DOOR GUARANTEE 

Adopted by the National Door Manufacturers' Association 

All QUALITYBILT Doors are guaranteed to be of good 
material and workmanship, free from defects which render 
them unserviceable or unfit for the use for which they are in- 
tended. Natural variations in the color or texture of the wood 
are not to be considered as defects. 

Doors must be accorded reasonable treatment by the 
purchaser. Doors must not be stored in damp ware- 
houses or placed in moist or freshly-plastered buildings, 
or subjected to abnormal heat, dryness or humidity. 
The structural strength of the door must not be im- 
paired in the fitting of the door or the application of 
hardware. We will not assume responsibility for doors 
which become defective from these causes. Top and 
bottom edges of all doors must be thoroughly painted 
or varnished to prevent undue absorption of moisture. 

A warp or twist of not to exceed 1/4" shall not be considered 
a defect.

This Mould may be used at Sides only or at Both Sides and 
Head, Mitered at upper corners. Reducing Mould at Head 
increases height above door 2". Apply the combined pieces 
to the Jambs and proceed with installation as in Figure "B." 

Qualitybilt Single Entrances are made for standard door opening 3' 0" x 7' 0" or smaller, with 5M" Jambs. 
For narrower than 3' 0" wide openings, use Reducing Mould as described in Detail No. 1.

WINDOW CARE AND 

Windows should not be stored in damp places or exposed to 
weather or moisture from plastering without first being 
completely primed. 

The ideal method is to install windows after plastering is 
completed and dried out. The openings can be temporarily 
protected by covering with coarse cloth which permits free 
circulation of moisture laden air or the storm sash on hangers 
can be used for this purpose. (Storm sash should first be 
painted.) 

If either method cannot be used and windows are used to 
close the openings, have them primed inside, outside and all 
edges before setting in place. Paint should overlap glass 
lightly to seal the bond between putty and glass. 



INSTALLATION 

Keep the windows open slightly from both top and bottom 
for good circulation of air while plaster is drying out. Pro- 
tect them as much as possible from splattering plaster, to 
prevent discoloration. Within 24 hours after applying each 
coat of paint, move each sash up and down several times, to 
break the paint seal and prevent sticking. 

A label is attached to every glazed sash, carrying important 
instructions for the dealer, contractor, painter and owner. 
Read it carefully. 

If these few simple precautions are taken, your window prob- 
lems will be solved. The little extra care when installing will 
often save expensive return trips for refitting or adjusting.

The customary practice of installing the complete window frame during the 
early construction period is dispensed with. 

The ever-present danger of serious damage to exposed finished wood parts 
during this period is thus largely eliminated. "Unipak" is preferably installed 
in two parts as follows: 

OUTER FRAME — The outer frame only should be installed as the walls of 
the building are erected. It consists of the minimum parts necessary to frame 
the opening and has no direct relationship with the operation of the case- 
ments. It has no exposed jambs, mullion posts or transom bars. These are 
formed by the Inner Units when installed later. 

INNER UNITS — When necessary to enclose the building, the prefitted 
Inner Units both Operative and Stationary are installed by driving a few 
screws. Holes for the screws are factory drilled and the screws are supplied. 
The Operative Units are shipped completely hinged and weather-stripped.

SELECTION OF UNITS 

First determine how many Operative Units are necessary. 
Bear in mind that the ventilating area of a casement is double 
that of a double hung window of equal glass area. 

Usually 30% to 40% of the Units may be stationary and 
ample ventilation will still be provided. Obviously, Stationary 
Units which do not require screens, hinges, locks, operators 
or weather strip are by far the most economical Units. 

Certain restrictions apply, however, if washing of both sides 
of the windows from the inside of the building is an essential 
requirement. Operative Units of the 200 Series are equipped 
with extension or cleaning hinges and accordingly, Stationary 
Units may adjoin them at either or both sides. Operative 
Units of the 100 Series, however, are equipped with close-in 
hinges and should always be used in pairs— never singly or to 
adjoin Stationary Units in group installations.

LEAK-PROOF CONSTRUCTION 

The illustration above shows conclusively why WING-VENT 
casements are leak-proof. Note particularly that the side 
weather strip, in addition to serving its primary purpose, also 
actually functions as vertical metal spouts.

IN GENERAL 



W. P. PINE — Where term W. P. Pine is used in this book it 
means Western Ponderosa Pine. 

OUTSIDE OPENING— The measurement of any given 
article from outside to outside. 

WOOD ALLOWANCE— The difference between the out- 
side opening and the total glass measurement of any given 
sash. 

MUNTIN — Applies to any short or light bars — either 
vertical or horizontal — in a sash or door between glass or 
panels and not extending the full width or length of the 
article. 

RAIL — The horizontal or cross piece of the framework of a 
sash, door, or screen. 

STILES — The upright or vertical outside pieces of a sash, 
door, or screen. 



APPLYING TO SASH OR WINDOWS 

SASH — -A sash indicates a single piece to fill a given opening. 

WINDOW — A window indicates two pieces — one upper, one 
lower — to fill an opening arranged to slide vertically. 

MEETING RAILS— The rails of a window which meet when 
the window is hung and closed. 

PLAIN RAILS — Meeting rails of the same thickness as the 
balance of the window. 

CHECK RAILS Meeting rails sufficiently thicker than the 
window to fill the opening between the top and bottom sash 
made by the check strip or parting strip in the frame. 

APPLYING TO DOORS 

LOCK RAIL — The wide center horizontal rail of a door.
